ON MISSISSIPPs COLLEGE, 


Mississippi College is the oldest chartered instituiion of learning in 
the State. 

The first diploma ever received by a graduate in this 
from this college. It was organizedin the year 1826, and was char- 
tered under the name of “Hemstead Academy.” The name was 
changed the next year to that of “Mississippi Academy.” 

ie Februar, 1530, a new charter was granted under the name of 
‘Mississippi College,” by which name it has been known ever since, 

though it has been owned and managed by different parties 

In 1842, the citizens of Clinton, who established the 
conducted it for ten years, turned itover to the Pre 
intelligent and influential body of Christians have usually succeeded 
well in the management of colleges, but the denomination in this 
Mate was at that time greatly hindered in its work by divisions 
among its members, which caused the institution to languish. After 
tight year's effort they turned the college back to those 
they had received it. 

The people of Clinten and vicinity met and arranged to carry on 
the college themsely es, but after much discussion they decided to ten- 
der it to the Baptists through the Baptist State Convention, then in 
session at Jackson. The committee accepted the offer at this session, 
November, 1550, and nominated a Board of Trustees, These men 
Were put in charge of the institution by those who had been trustees 

who resigned one by one and elected the appointees of the Con- 
vention in their Stead, just as had been done both when the Presbyte- 
rlans took charge of the college and when they gave it up, In this 
way the old Board has been continued, though men selected by differ- 
tat bodies have held the position of Trustees.

In reply to the question as to how the Baptists of Mississippi own 
college, it can be answered, through Trustees, who, under the 
Present charter, are &ppointed by the Baptist State Convention, and 
are required to conduct it under the acts of the Convention, the laws 
S uutry and the charter of the institution, As the Baptists of 
State, through the Convention and the Board of Trustees, have 
Just such legislation and charters enacted as they wished, they 
may, in truth, be said to own and manage the institution. 
Weryone at all acquainted with law knows that the courts of the

In 1872, Dr. Hillman resigned and Dr. W. 
his place, Although the college had been put 
tran, it-was still suffering from the effects of losses by the warand 
the unsettled condition of the country, so that it required all the wis. 
dom, ene-gy and ability which the President could command to carry 
it through tv enty years of its most successful life. But he succeeded 
in an eminent degree, and built for himself in Mississippi a monument 
“more lasting than brass and more enduring than marble.” 

In 1891, Dr. Webb resigned, and the Board of Trustees committed 
the institution into the hands of one of its own sons, Dr. R. A. Ven. 
able, of Memphis, Tenn., who, in spite of the many difficulties ip his 


way, has carried on Successfully the work his Predecessors had so 
auspiciously inaugurated. 


As to the great geod the college has done for the co 
effect it has had in advancing the interests of the denomination, it is 
unnecessary to speak in this report. The highest encomiums of 
Praise ever passed upon the institution have come from men of other 
States, and from our public men who are not Baptists. The men 
trained in this institution are occupying positions of importance and 
influence in all the professions and industries in our own country, 
while many are doing good service in foreign fields, 

This college should receive in the future. as it has done in the past, 
our active Sympathy and Support. The fact that there ‘are now at 
Clinton a greater number of students than were ever there before at 
this period in the session, notwithstanding the great financial pressure 


the country has been under, ought to encourage all the friends of the 
college, and make them feel that the future of the institution is

ON SUNDAY SCHOOLS, 


F Your committee for the Coldwater Association on Sabbath Schools 
would ask what is a Sabbath School for? We have various schools. 
First, we have a Theological School, Literary School, Military 
Schools and Schools of Fashion, but of ‘all is the Sabbath School. 
Remember the Sabbath day to keep it holy, and to observe the first 
commandment: Honor thy father and thy mother that thy days may 
be long in the land which the Lord thy God hath giventhee. Now 
who should be first at the Sabbath School, the child or the parent? 
By all means the parent. This will set an example for children to 
imitaté, and imitation is the strong fort in children. Let your child 
hear you swear and see how quick he catches the sound. ~ Let him 
see you smoke, chew or dip, or let him see you shun your Sabbath 
School and how many Sabbaths before he will learn the same? So 
then it naturally follows the parent should be first to the Sabbath 
School. You should take the lead in this great equipment to train 
your child for the Lord, and then when the battle comes he is ready 
only to furnish him the word, and he will, from his training, furnish 
the means. As soldiers are first trained before they can manage the 
means, so let the parent be general for the child. Do not send him 
off on ~ superintendent Be your own officer, and see toit that 
year child is trained for this life and the life to come. In conclusion, 
my prayer is that we wake up to a sense of our duty as regards the 
great Sabbath School question. 


We recommend the following: 
ist That each pastor should see that an efficient Sunday School 
is organized and maintained in each church tn his charge. 
and. This Association shall provide for the holding of several 
Sunday School Institutes within its territory during next year, such 
Institutes to be conducted by a practical Sunday School worker, who 
may, if he thinks best, cail in help, and the subject should be practical 
on the organization, equipment and management of. the school, quali- 
cation of teachers, preparation and teaching of a lesson. The Execu- 
tive Board should be authorized to provide for all the necessary ex- 
Penses of these Institutes, 
All churrh members, especially officers and teachers, should 
requested to attend these Institutes. 
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4th. Every church should see that a full report of its s 
School is sent up to the Association with its chu 
giving number of officers, teachers and scholars, 
superintendent, literature used, times of meetin 
contributed, etc. 

5- That we heartily approve of the action of our State Board in 
appointing Brother B- N. Hatch, of Summit, Miss , as Sunday School 
Evangelist of our State, and promise him our hearty support, 

6th. That we recommend that our schools use the literature pub- 
lished by our Southern Board at Nashville, Tenn,, and that we order 
it through Brother Hatch at Summit, Miss., thereby Kiving us 10 per 
cent, of all sales to our State work.

possible and forward for this object.

STATE MISSIONS, 


To us who live in the State, there is 20 more important work than 
that of giving the gospel to the destitute within our borders. They 
areour people. We live among them and they live among us, We 
should theretore feel special interest in them. Every soul won, and 
every church organized, adds strength to all the other interest we 
foster. It is with special sadness that we see that the Mission work 
of our State last year was so much less than the year before. 

Our contributions fell far short of what they were the year before. 
On this account, all the State Mission work had to be diminished. 
Year before last our Board employed fifty-nine missionaries. Last 
yearonly twenty-nine. So we had less than half as many workers 
on the field last year as the year before. Yet we have a great deal 
for which tu be thankful. God greatly blessed the work of these 
missionaries They did faithful work, they planted, they watered, 
they left the giving of the increase with God. God’s hand, which is 
not weakened by our failures, gave us more souls last year than the 
year before. Last year there were 314 baptized, while the previous 
year there were only 228, a net gain last year of 86. God is.in this 
work. These figures should strengthen our faith in Him and encour- 
age us to make our contributions to the State work more than douple 
what they now are. Year before last this Association gave $547.94 to 
the State Mission work, Last year only $279.05, a falling off of 
nearly half of our contributions to this work. 

From the reading of the letters to the Association, I find that our 
contributions to this cause is stilt less this year. There is a remedy, 
and I believe only one, for this falling off of our contributions to this, 
48 well as to other interests, and that is to get the large majority of 
the Baptists of our Association and State who give nothing at all to 
this or anything else, interested in Mission work. Get them to make 
at least smal! contributions to different Missions. Let every pastor 
and delegate to this Association make an effort to enlist these breth- 
ren and sisters in the work.

Report on Foreign Missions read by Elder L. S. Foster, discussed 
by Secretary Rowe and adopted as follows: 


POREIGN MISSIONS, 


The great work of evangelizing the nations has bee 
laid upon his churches by the great Head of the church. Any one 
claiming to be a Christian who tries to evade the obligation to spread 
the gospel contained in the great commission of our Lord has some- 
thing serious), wrong with either hi< head or his heart The clear 
and unmistakable command is: “Go Je. therefore, and disciple the . 
nations, baptizing them into the name of the Father, and of the Son, 
and of the Holy Ghost, teac hing them to observe al] thitigs whatso- 
ever I have commanded you.” Loyalty to Christ demands obedience 
to that command ; 

While, in a measure, Baptists have been obey ing th 
still a humiliating fact that as yet we are merely “ playing’ at mis - 
sions,” In the South there are nearly one million and a half of Bap- 
tists. During the Conventional year, ending last May. these South- 
ern Baptists contributed $155.937 for foreiga missi ms, which is an 
average vearly contribution of about ten cents per uember. In Mis- 
tissippi there are 53.000 white Saotists. These contributed the past 
yetr for foreign missions $4 068 %. That is average of less than five 
Cents per member for saving the nations from hell. We fay we are 
Micsionar, Baptists and are Proving it by paying less than one nickel 
in a whole year tor giving the gospel to the heathen, Said I not well 
that we are merely * playing at missions 2” ‘ 

But look one moment more at figures In the Christian world 
there are esti nated to be about 13,000,000 of Christians of all names 
Outside of Catholics These 13,000,000 of Prostestant Christians, last 
year, contribute 1, all told. $12,000,000 for foreign missi ms. That was 
Was only a fraction over nine cents per member for the salvation of 
the ations for the w hole year, : 

The People of the United States alone Pay out every 
MOUS sum of $900,000,000 for intoxicating liquors, which debauch and 
ruin men and women—an average of $15 per capita of its Population, - 

» Women and children for the devil's work of destruction, and only 
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NINE cents per member from all the Christians of earth for saving 
the souls of men. How does this showing speak for the religion of 
God's people? While the Lord’s people are doing only a smail frac. 
tion of what they ought to do in evangelizing the nations, yet they 
are doing something in this great world-field. In the various mission 
fields, Southern Baptists have 92 missionaries, of whom £3 are ladies: 
they have 78 native helpers, of whom 8 are women, There are 75 
native churches with 2,923 members. This little band of missionaries 
are a mere handful! compared to the millions of unsaved heathen who 
are perishing at the rate of 3,000,000 a month. They are loudly ap- 
pealing for additional laborers to be sent to them. In Tung Chow, 
China, there is a membership of <8. Miss Barton was the only mis- 
sionary of the Board until the recent arrival of Rey. J. B. Hartwell, 
At Whant Hein the Board has only Rev. C. W. Pruitt and wife, but 
at Tung Chow there has been, until recently, the veteran Dr. Take 
Crawford, une of our oldest and most useful missionaries, and his 
wife, Rey.G. P. Bostick and wife, Rev. T. J. League and wife, 
These all now be! »ng to the “ Gospel Mission,” ‘are very consecrated 
and useful, and deserve the sy mpathy and support of Southern Bap- 
tists. It is very much to be regretted that the Foreign Mission Board 
has not seen | fit to incorporate their methods of mission work into its 
plans and thus bring the missionaries into closer touch with the 
churches by whom they are supported. 


Your committee would urge upon the churches a wider circulation 
and reading of missionary literature in order that our membership 
may be stimulated to greater activity and energy and may have a 
“ zeal according to knowledge.” Let us have “line upon line, and 
precept upon precept " and not be liable to the charge of old: “ My 
people are destroyed for lack of knowledge.”
